Grant got Sheridan's estimate of the situ- 
ation; and then both proceeded to Meade's 
hheaudquarters anil explained (o him that they 
did not want to push the enemy and follow 
him. They must get past him and in front of 
hint and surround him, Meade promptly 
changed his orders to conform to this strat- 
egy, and the race continued—a fascinating 
race between the Confederate army tryine to 
‘escape, andl the Union army exerling every 
effort to cirele around the South’s right flank. 


Precious Trainload of Food Goes Astray 


By April 4, Lee had the remainder of his 
army pretty well assembled at Amelia Court 
House. There he had hoped to obtain forage 
and rations, sent by’ train to this way station 
on the Richmond & Danville, 33 miles west of 
Petersburg. 

He found, instead, only ammunition for his 
susie There yrue nothing to eat for his tuen 
ished men and horses—food and fodder had 
fot arrived. Lee lost a day scouring the bar- 
ren countryside for food, and then, in the 
night of April 5, hearled in a westerly are 
for Farmville, evidently trying to escape to 
Lyvehburs now that Federal forces blocked 
the way to Danville, 

On the 6th, at Sasler’s Creck, eight miles 
from Farmville, Sheridan's cavalry and Maj 
Gen. Horatio G_ Wright's VE Corps infantry 
destroyed two Confederate corps, capturing 
7,000 men, Seven generals were among them, 
including Custis Lee, Robert E. Lee's son 

‘Lee's emaciated troops pushed on through 
Farmville—ever west, thous the intent stil 
was to tum south eventually—ever nearer 
4 sleepy village named Appomattox Court 
House, now just thirty ar 40 miles away 

Grant came up to Farmville April7, and the 
cheers of his men filet his ears. He tipped his 
hat to them. He was amused by’ their sallies 
—the spontancous testimony of blooded! vet- 
rans who knew the end a ast was in sight 
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“Cavalry’s gin out, general, Infantry’: 
going to crush the rest of the mud." And, 
“We've marched nigh twenty: miles on this 
stretch. and we're good for twenty more ifthe 
general says so.” 

Bot the general had something else to say 
‘that spring day, in his direct way 

Grant wasn't dramatic, as Lee was. Ure 
roember my grandfather well, thouzh Twas 
‘only for years old when he died. As T see him 
—through all the war, through the Presi- 
dential years that followed, and down to bis 
death in 1885—he remained a simple farm 
bay at beart 

He was always most affectionate and con- 
siderate. with us children. T have in mind's 
eve the picture of a great man, the unques- 
tioned headl of « happy farnily, quiet wd re- 
seryed and uncomplaining even in adversity 
and. suffering, loving and interested in his 
grandchildren, but not permitting his alec 
tions to become indulgence or disregarding 
fany’ open breach of discipline 


General Grant States His Case 


‘When it came time, as it now finally did at 
rmville, to adress General Lee, his words 
marched straight to the point 

"The results of last week,” his note read, 
“must convince you of the hopelessness of 
further resistance on the part of the Army of 
thern Virginia in this struggle, 1 feel that 
iis s0, and regard it as my duty to shilt from 
myself the responsibility of any further effu- 
sion of blood, by asking of vou the surrender 
‘of that portion af the Confederate States Army 
known as the Army of Northern Virginia” 

Lee, however, was not yet convinced, and 
sy this note became the first oF 1! brief letters 
that passed between the two commanders, 
‘ending two days later on April 9 with Lee's 
acceptance of thesurrender terms. All but one 
fetter hore the identical complimentary close 
“Very respectfully, your obedient servant” 
We exception was the tenth communication, 
Grant Lo Lee, which contained the surrender 
terms Tt endod: “Very respectfully.” 

Grant finally convinced Lee on the morning 
of Aprif 9 that further resistance was 1sseless.

How to End a War Among Brothers 


Nearly: thirty years after the close of the 
Givil War, Colonel Marshall—the only Cone 
federate officer with Lee at the historie confer- 
ence in the MeLean House—made a speech 
in New York City in 1802. It sheds much 
light, T believe, on the triumph of the princi- 
ple of an indiscoluble union; and it eaptures 
bows the soldier and the man, Ulysses S. 
Grant. L quote Colonel Marshall 

“On that eventful morning of Ape 9.1863, 
General Grant was ealled upon to decise the 
most momentous question that any: Amesican 
soles or vstennan bs ever teen require 
to device 

"The great question wae: How shall the 
‘war end? What shall be the relations betivoun 
the victors and the vanquished? Upon the 
decision of that question depended, as 1 be- 
lieve, the future of American institutions 

“If the extreme rights of military success 
ud been instsied upon, and hail the van= 
squished been required to pass under the yoke 
of defeat and husniliation, the war would 
have ended as a successful war of conqu 
the Southern states would have heen 
‘quered states, and the Southern people would 
have heen i conquered people. in whose 
hearts would have been sover all the emits 
and ill will of the conquered to the eanqqueeor 
to be transmitted from sire to son.
